dregges of ſuch my education : yet no ſooner was I 
cometoyeeres of diſcretion, but I beganne to ſuſpeR 
the turning of bread and wine into the very ſubſtance 
of the Body and blood of our Sauiour, whe a meere 
fiction, much like (both in want of ground, & in wic- 
kedifluſtons)to the coyner thereof, the Antichriſt of 
Rome, | 
Thebeginning ofmy ſuſpicion was;in that our Pro- 
feſfor, Bartholmew Hernande7,a moſt learned man,in 
his publique LeRures at Zlerdain Catalonia, in the 
yeere of our Lord, r596.didt. *lrvs bring his Audi- 
tors, rothe numberof above 20, that God , 'by his 
ordinary power, cannot put one andthe ſamebody 
in diuersplaces at the ſame inſtant of time . © This, 
uoth he, implyerh-comtradi&ion, as atoncefnp 
ing, and notſuppoſing a bodic.' For by taking away

from any body,the proper paſſion of a body; namely 
the polleſſing one place, thenee followerh neceflarily 
thedeſtruction and aboliſhment of the forme, nature 
and eſſence of the body itſelf: Foralmuch as the pro- 
perty of occupying oneplace , floweth of neceſſittie 
from the very forme and nature ofa body,nor can by 
Godsordinary power be ſeparated there-from with- 
out deſtroying the ſubic& it ſelfe, on whichit depen- 
deth. Andrhatthis confining to one place,isa true 
property, or proper paſſion.ofa body,it is cuident, in 
thatit ſuitcth with bodies vaiuerſally,only &alwaies, 
and isreciprocated with a body, But whether God by 
his abſolute and extraordinary power (whereby hee 
doth what he can do,or atchiueth a work,then which 
he cannorperforme a greater or more perfeR)can do- 
2 work: , waich contradi&cth it ſelfe, my ſaid Maſter 
would neither auouch,nor deny. This quoth he,isro 
mceabottomeleſle Sea, whereinto I dare not launch 
with the fm1l cock-boat of my poore vnderſtanding. 
Yetwithall he conſtantly affirmed,that God neuer v- 
ſed this hisabſolute power, but in one work only,and. 
that was the Incarnating ofhis Sonne. Then which 
heſaid,that God cannot produce amoreexcellentand' 
more perfet exploit : whereas inthe proJuftion of 
this wholworld;and of the inuiſible,and viſible crea- 
tures in the ſame, it is otherwiſe. For God; if it had 
pleaſcd him, could haue created much more glorious. 
Angels, men more cxcelleat, and brighter or better 
heanens thentheſe which he hath made. 

Out of this Doarine thus deliuered by our Maſter, 
there aroſe in my minde no ſmall ſcruple, whencel 
forthwith, thoughthen bur young, reaſoned = my 
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The RE Spanyard. 
ſelf, inferring this ſame Tranſi i TOI pre- 
ſumeth to pur the bodyof our Lord in many millions 
of places at theſame inſtant oftime,notto be of God, 
 muchleſſeperformable by theſacrificing Prieſts.Ve- 
rily, thought1, itneuer came from-Gods ordinary 
power, by which he doth nothing implying contra- 
diftion ; no,nor from hisabſoluteand extraordinary, 
which (as my Maſter would haue it) was neuer yſed 
but inthe worke of Chriſts Incarnation. And fo I 
concluded, that Tran/u6#antiation'is no worke of 
Gods making. 

To deliver freely what afterward Ithought, my 
conicQure is, that this = __—_— Feats 
expreſlc himſelfe canteloufly, did on purpoſe 
ar make For ſwallowing this >ebble ſtone of 
TranſuLſtantiation,andbeingnotabletoconcodt it,he 
checked his ſtomacke downeas much as he could to 
keepe it from a dangerous vomit:and ina word tote 
his caſe, he was faine to windevp himſelfe in the ſnare 
of doubtfull words,that he might eſcapethe ſnare of 
the Spaniſh Inquiſition. The truth is,this learned man, 
who knew well enough, whitefrom blacke, ſhould 
boldly haue affirmed,that Almighty God,neither b 
ordinary nor extraordinary power, can doe thoſe 
things;thatare contradiRory tothEſelues,8&c therefore 
cannot ſet one and the ſame body in diuers places at 
the ſameinſtant. Andthat,not by reaſonof —_ 
of ative power in God,who is omnipotent ; but b 
defect of pafſiue power m the creature (if ſuch fi- 
ions may be called creatures)which cannot ſuffer 
their eſſentiall and concomitant properties be torne 
away from the maine ſtocke, without the deltruRtion --

ofthewhole nature and eſſence of the ſubieR;which 

nathelefle is heere ſuppoledto remajne entyre. For 
what can be more abſurd,then ifT ſhold ſay, I preſent 
viitoyou aman, from whom will notwithſtanding 
takeaway the facultic of reaſon? which isas much as, 
behold here a man, no man: or,ſpeaking of a Geome- 
. tricallcircle,I ſhould inſtance in acircle, whoſe beams 
I would imagine to be vnequalled onetothe other. 

I am'deeplytouched with forow,for that hearing this 
voyce, whereby God cald me,I notwithſtanding, did 
notceaſc to harden mine owne heart againſt ir,for the 
fpxce of 9. yearcs after; ſtil keeping my wont of ſaying 
Maſſes,of hearing auricular confeſſions, and continu- 
inga fierce maintainer of that crroneous Religion, 
When Ifiſtpur on the Cowle (which I vnderrooke 
in the order of Saint Hierome, the moſt renowned in 
Spaine) I was notfull ſeuenteene yeares of age : in 
which regard I may be the more excuſed, if, for want 
of ripenciſein iudgement , I rooke nor a fitter courſe 
for my ſoules health. Yet at that age was I ſeringood 
forwardnefle in the Latine and Greeke Languages, in 
Rheterique, and Poetry, in Logique, andthe whole 
courſe of 4ri/torles Philoſophie ; and morcouer, I had 
madealſoſome entrance into the ſtudie of Phyſicke. 
Breing ſctled-in the Monafterie, I diuerted my ſelfe 
wholly to Diuinity,and imployed mc inthe daily rea- 
| dingoſfthe Scriptures, Whic that mightthe more 
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diligently atr-nd, I was {cnt tothe famouſe and rich: 
Colledgeof Saint Lawrence in the Eſeuriall, founded. 
by King Philipthe'ſecond : andin preſence of Ki 

_ the third, [ſang that Maſſe, which was my firſt 
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The Reformed Spaniard. 
I nor may,norcan conceale, thatall that long tinte, 
whileſt I was a MaſT-monger,I found no ioy,no com- 
fort,noquiet in myminde,nor peace of conſcience,by 
communicating in the Maſle,& by that vabloody (a- 
crifice,ſo called; howſocuer I had vſed more then or- 
dinary diligence in fore. examining my ſelfe, as Saint 
Paul exhorteth vs,1 Cor.1 1.28 and in premiling au- 
ricular Conteſſh6,as the Pope willeth vs. When there. 
fore by woful expertence I found daily more 8 more, 
that I could not lay with the blefſedApoſile,onr reioy- 
cing i this, the teſtimony of our Conſcience, 2Cor.1.12. 
And when as I could not finde inthe holyScriptures, 
any mention or proofe of the Maſle,of Tranſubſtanti- 
ation,ot the vnbloody facrifice,or of Pricſts/appointed 
to ſuch a funRion, I ſet vp my reſt concerning the 
Maſle,to let it paſſe,and meddleno more withit. 

The more was I encouraged to deny Tranſub/7 anti. 
ation, and togiveouer the Maſling Trade, not onely 
by my Maſters fore-recited Doctrine, which I care- 
fullychewed vpon whileſt Iremained ntheMonaſte- 
ry,but alſo for thatI had obſerued that he good man, 
. would neuer be broughtro ſayMaſle himſelfe,though 
he were Prieſted, and had beene by his moſt worthy 
friends thereto intreated. To whom he was wont to 
giuethis wary anſwer,that he was neuerableto beare 
in minde,orto learne by heart, the many ceremonies 
of the Maſſe; whereupon, if he ſhould vndertake that 
aRtion,he doubted the ſacrifice of the Mafle,would be 
marredby the laughter of the by-ſtanders beholding 
him, - Inthis his flye anſwere, geſtured not withour a 
* ſmile,methinks1 ſee onething giuen out in word, and 


- . andthet locked vp within his breit. Without m—_

heinthisgaue wayto thecommon weaknefle ofthoſe 
that puthimtothequeſtion,being vawillingthatthey 
ſhould rake any ſcandall at him.For,as tor his priuate 
Tudgement, his DiQtates, before mentioned, ſhew 
plainely that he had no ſmall ſcruple ſticking in his 
minde, which could not ea{ily be pulled out;and that 
his ſuſpition againſt Tranſnb#amiation had raken ve- 
ry deep root in him :and therefore he could notfinde 
in his heart to vndergo the atchieuement of theMaſle: 
inaſmuch as he bcing per{wadcd againſt it, or atleaſt 
doubting of it, could not haue ſuch intention of Mal. 
ſing,as is required in the very a thereof, 

Another motiue draue te further from the Romi/s 
Church;namely,that the Pope, being a Cfeature,da- 
reth ro iudgethe Law of his Creator, euenthat Law, 
by which himſelfisto be iudgedat the latt« r day. For 
inſted of the firſt Commandement of the Decalogue, 
writtenby the finger of God, he hath ſubſtituted and 
obtruded another vnto the Spaniſs Nation, 

To ſpeake more plainly,the firſt Commandement 
of the tenne, written in Mount S747, is this, Thos ſhalt 
haue nowe other Gods but me. This Commandement 
the Spanyards haue notin their vulgar, the common 
peopl: hearenonewes of it. What then'is the firſt 
Comandement which the people in Spainzare taught 
to repeat ? Forſooth this, Amor 4 Dios ſobre todus las 
coſas : To loue God abone all things. T deny not this 
to be Gods commandement,yea the grandComman- 
dement,bcing the pith and ſum of the whole firſt Ta- 
ble. But if it be lawfull to put outany particularCom- 
mandement, and to place this inſtead thercof,why in 

jke manerdocthey not in the Spaniſb Catechi/me blot 
Our 
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out ſome one of rhe Commandements inthe ſecond 
Table, and pur, in ſtead of it, Thowſbals lowe thy neigh- 
bony as thy ſelfe ; which is the ſumme of the ſecond 

Tabl-! Theſe are, without queſtion they are, two ge- 
nerall precepts, which in no wiſe exclude any of the 
ten particular Commandements. And verily no man 
can louc God aboue all,and his neighbor as himſelfe, 
vnleſſe he moſt exaQtly keepe all thoſe ten Comman- 
dements. Tee are my friends if ye doe whatſoeuer 1 com- 
mand yoa, ſaith our Sauiour, 76h.1 5.14. 

Bur as for the ſecond Commandement, fo ratified 
by our great and dreadfull God, partly by promiſes , 
and partly by threats , ſtyling himſelfe 4 iea/ous God, 
and thercin forbidding the worſhipping, ſeruing, or 
falling downe to grauea ſhapes, or likeneſles of an 
thing in heauen,or inearth, oflin the waters benea 
thc earth,and ſo condemning all Idolatry , and cono- 
latry,that is, Image-worſhip ; this Commandement,I 
ſay, is by the ſon of perdition cancelled , and concea- 
led, not onely from.vs poore Spanyards,bur allo from 
the ztahian, French,and al other Komaniſing Churches, 
Let himthat hath beene thus bold to blot out Gods 
words, take heed leſt his own name be blotted out of 
the Booke of life,according tothe threat in the end of 
Saint Johns Revelation. . 

Think other menas they pleaſe,cuery one according 
to the ſway of his priuate apprehenſions: for my part, 
ifthere were no other plague in the Church of Rome , 
but this, 'thatthePope hath preſumed to changethe 
firſt Commandement,& tonumme away the ſecond , 


both ofthem beeing precepts. twiſe written with the,

xer of God, and twile delivered to Moſes with many 
nes and miractes, I ſhall acucr hope well of thoſe, 
that makerthe Pope their Idoll, vnleſſe they ſhall by 
Godsgrace repent, and carne , that it zs better to obey 
God, then men. os 
'Moreouer,another motive todriue me from Papi- 
ſtry was z Thar, whereas our Lord and Sauiour ſayd 
concerning the Chalice ofthe Euchariſt, Drinke ye all 
of this, the Pope(with noleſle ſacriledge then the for- 
mer)faith, Ye ſhall not alt. drink-of ir;bur, you Kings 
and Prieſts,drinke ye onely of it : As for all thereſt , 
they muſt be content to take the Communion in one 
kinde onely. Iam often deeply touched with admira- 
tion, and adore with reucrence & humility the intinic 
patience,8& incomprehenſible long ſuffering of God ; 
who, ina fort ouercomming himlſelfe, can with-hold 
his reuenging hand, from ſending down fire from hea 
uen, or making the earth to open, forthe puniſhing 
ſuch abhominable & Laci/erian pride of the Romane 
Amichriſt:\Whenas he hath-of old ſtricken King Ys» 
z4h withſodaine death, for only daring withhis hand 
to touch and ſet vpright the Arke of the Goucnant, 
when ir tottered by reafon of the vnruly motion of 
the Oxenthat bare it: which Arke was a figure of this 
holy Sacrament. QÞoeff 143 | 
Laſtly, cannot but acknowledge, tharT was wont 
to be inflamed with no ſmall indignation,as oftenas I 
thotight ypon this Ring-leader of Hypocrites, who 
ſtiling hinſelfe The ſerudut of che ſeruants of God, doth. 
notwithſtanding beleeue, and reach, That the power 
andauthority of Kinps ouer their Subics, - only of 
6. umane 
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humane and poſitiue right: but;asfor him ſetfe ;vp- 
onthe wordsof our Saujout,,' Af power m heaven and 
inearth is ginen tome , (as if this had beehe ſpokenof 
the Biſhop of &ome)challengerh by diane right;a po. 
wer of depoſing Kings excommunicared by 'hinyy of

I wasfo deeply dyed heerewith,thatI had much a- 
doe to quit my felfe of this habite,which I hadgotren 
by ſo many and ſo feruent aRions ofthis kinde : ney- 
ther ſhould I cuer haue ſhaken it off, vnleſſe] had with 
many teares & prayers,for long time craucd aſſiſtance 
at Gods hands: who being thus called vpon, did in his 
mercy heare me,and ſet me free from this ſpirit of er. 
. ror, inthis mannex. The ouer-ſightand care of the 
Libraryot:onr donaſtery, beeing commirted ro my 
charge, ſo that no man could, but by my leaue,bor- 
row, 'orcarty any booke out of the Librarie into his 
Camber. I was wont cuery Saterday,to view ouer all 
thabooks,&t6ſerenery ofthem in his order. Which 
when did according ro my- caſtome.; 1 found, one 
 timeynder.adeske, amongſt ſome caft/bookes, a ccr-

T be ſecond yoncerning the Maſſe, and the holines thereof,

At the firſt ſight, [thought this bookro haue beche 
made by a Papiſt, butaffooneasT had read ouer'the 
Epiſtle to the Reader,I was taken withmore toy then 
I wasablero expreſle. I iudged thatI had found no 
ſmall rreaſure, -I keptit'as a "molt precious pearle;'I 
ſhewed irto no man, I readitalloner. Amongother 
things, I found there a certain hiſtory taken out of 714- 
themivs,in manner following.* - IE 
In the y« ere of our Lord, £470, one Allen of the 
- Frocke a Dominicall Friar, deui{eddnd compoſed the 
Roſary of our Lady,which,negleRingthcGofpeclof our 
Lord and Sauiour; hee preached abroad ; and ſothis 
Booke was publiſhed, whereinarerclated many my- 
racles of the Virgin Mary; wroughtby vertue-of this 
Roſary. Alntle-after the begintung} the Authourtel- 
leth a Tale, that, Once _ a time, the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary came into the Chamber or cell of this Friar Allen, 
| and hauing made aring of a locke of her owne haire, ſhe, 
by delinery of it , betroathed her ſelfe onto him,” kiſſed 
him, and offered to him her paps to be handled,and [uck- 
ed by him, and finally conuerſed with this ſweete Fryar 
Allen as familiarly as the ſpouſe is wont to doe with ber 
mate, | 
' Whohtaththepaticnceto tead,or heate this? Out 
vpon ſuch ribald blaſphemies,and blaſphemous ribal- 
dries! Verily I bluſhfor ſhame,whilſt I write outtheſe 
things. Bur I yeelde from:my-hearr allpraiſe ro AL 
mighty GOD, fortharprefently vpon reading this 
homely Tale,the former deuotion whichT baretothe 
Virgin Mary grew key-cold. The truth is,I preſently 
beheld a cerraine new light ſhining out ofthe Goſpel 
' . . of 
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| : 'The.Re y 4 : iord. _ 
of our Saulour,whenge [ wasfully inftruted;that we 


hauc ondlyone Adpocate with God the Father,namely, 
Jeſus Chriſt; butas for an Agduocatreſſe,we finde there 
no newes of any ſuch. Eucr, fince this,my life ſecmed 
irkeſome vnto me,becaule I had no fir opportunity to 
makean eſcape, and to repaireto ſome plice,where I 
might freelypubliſhthat Religion, which I had cnter- 
tained into my heart. I was then ſurprized witha vio- 
lent diſcaſe of that ſort which we Phyſitians,call acre 
per decidemtiam Jnthe height,8 conliſtence of which 
{ickneſſe,I vowed ynto'God, that (if I recovered) I 
would forthwith adioynemy {clfe vato the trueChri- 
ſtians hich worſbp Godin ſpirit and truth. As ſoone as 
I made this vow, [began-tarecouer,' and forthe ſoo. 
ner regaining of my health, Idid get leaue to goe to * 
the place where I was borne, and to remaine there for 
two months. Thither I went,there I remained,and re- 
couered my perfe& health. This my appointed time 
being expired,my Father,brethren,and kinsfolk thin- 
king that I had returned to ourMonaſtery,I conueijed 
my ſelfe to a Port in the Mediterranean Sca, callcd 
Caxltbre : there I tooke{hip,& thence went to0 Rome, 
withintent toſee whither ChriſtianReligion do flou- 
riſh more jinthatCity,which is called the Head of the 
world,then in Spaie;as alſo that I might beholde the 
worlds wonders,which arc atZome,which if Ihad not 
ſeene,verily I ſhold haue eyerlongedto behold them. 
Whatball] ſay *, Scarſefound Lin Romeany thing, 
that did not giue me:offence and ſcandall. What 1s 
there at Rome, that filleth all mens eyes and eares, but 


the Popes diuine power, the Popes Holineſle,;the Popes 
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Indulgency, Pardons and Iubilees ? Nothing ar 
Romeistrumpeted out with more ful mouth,then 
the moſt Holy Father, the Head of the Church, God 
pen earth. Butas for the ſeauen headed Beaſt, that 
is, (by the Angels interpretation) ſexes hilled City, 


and as for that (Woman, with whore the Kings of the Rewel.r7. y. 


earth haue commuted fornication,that is(by the ſame 


interpretation) that great City, which hath dominion revdl.x7, a2. 


ouer theKings of the earth;oftheſe and ſuch like Pro- 
pheſi-s, bent dire&tly cnough againſt the grand- 
children of Romulus, there is no newes now to be 
heard among the Xomanes. 

Walking there,&vicwing the Churches, Lord, 
what ougly ſuperſtition doe I behold 2 As one 
waue crowdeth another, ſodoe their new Saints 
ſhoulder our theolde, A freſh yeſterdaies Saint 
therc is, that hath already gotren three new Chur- 
ches at Kome,ncw built and founded vnto him,and . 
their wals fromtop tothe floaregarniſhed with pi- 
cures andtablcrs,dedicated to him.Ofthis vpſtart 
I would not ſpzake, ifrhe Romanes would at any 
time leaue ſpeaking of him,and ceaſe with ſo lowd 
throatsto call vpon him;ifall places did not ring a- 
91ine with his name : nay if this Samtling did not 
bearand baniſh onroftheChurchesnot onelyGod 
and Chriſt(which perhaps ſeemeth a ſmall marter 
to the Romaniſts) bur alſo the Yirgin Mary her 
ſelfe. Francis and Anthory, and all the reſt of the 
Saints of the higher forme, Charles the Emperor, 
who of old was called Charles the Great, becauſe he 

C Van- 
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yanquiſhed the Saracens, muſt now come downe, 
'and becalled Charlesthe little, incompariſon of this 
newCharles Borrhomes who thus triumpheth ,ha- 
uing putto flight, not his enemies, bur his friends 
and tcllow-Saints. And why may not we thus by 
way of reprehenſion mocke atthe common moc- 
kery ofthe world ? but now it istime for metoa- 
waken out ofthis extaſte. 

I remained in Roweabout a Month, all which 
whileſtill methought I heardthe voyce of Chriſt 
ſaying vnto mc, Come forth, come forth out of Baby- 
ton. I come out on Gods name, and paſſe ouer to 
Mompelier here God ſbewed me his aboundant mer- 
cie in the middeſt of his Church, and ſtrengthened my 
heart with-the grace of his holy _—_ : So that cight 
yeares fithence I there put off my Monkiſh cowle, 
and abiuring the grofle errors of the Romiſh 
Church, I did publikly embrace the vndefiled faith 
of the true and Reformed Religion, not without 
the expreſſe ioy of (ina manner)all that City. And 
becauſe I could not thenſpeak* the French rongue, 
I did by the aduice of all the Paſtors there ap- 

ly my ſelfe nottothe holy miniſtery (which my 
folle1 yetwith many ſighes deplore) but vato my 
olde intermitted ſtudy of Phyſicke, Burt behold, 
whileI was thus ſayling inthe depths of Hyppocra- 
zes and Galen, a violent tempeſt ouerraketh me,and 
that was this. OT 

My Father,a man ſpent with age, (being foure- 
ſcore yeeres olde) ah taking it very heauily _ 
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had fledto the enemies of fairh, and heretiques(fo 
they dreamingly deeme of vs) ſent to Monpeher: 
one of my elder Brethren, together with a Coſen 
Germaneof mine,Prieſt;both who for the ſpaceof 
eight daics did beleager mee,firſt with faire intrea- 
ties, and plentifull teares, then with Arguments 
drawre from Diuinity and Philoſophy, thirdly by 
rewards and offers of worldly goods ; laſtly, by 
threats and terrible obiurgations, to beate mee off 
from my ſound intent, and holy reſolution.I think 
itnotamiſſe heereto relatertheir language. 

Thou haft(ſaid they)twelue Neeces now mari» 
ageable, which will neuer get husbands ſo long as 
thou rcmaineſt an hereticke ; forthoſe,who before 
were willing to marry them, now ſtart backe, ſay- 
ing ; God forbid that we ſhould take to wife thoſe 
thatarea-kinto an Hereticke : Returne, returne 
to our religion, if not for conſcience, (for we know 
that you are alcrned man,and haue not raſhly;nor 
without ſhew of reaſon left vs,) yet forthe honor 
of our ſtocke and blood, which thou haſt branded 
with the foule ſpot of infamy,by forſaking the R9- 
mane Chunch,8& embracing anew religion, which 
with allthe Profeſſors thereof, (for they are but a 
few innumber) the King of Spaine is reſolued to a- 
boliſh and ruinate. Returne therefore to the holy 
Mother Church,at leaſt for the loue and reuerence 
you owe to our aged Father : who, cuer fithence 
thetime heeheardthat you were become an here- 
ticke,lieth ſicke and bed-ridde, pining away with 
griefe and ſorrow, 

C2 Heere- 
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'Heereto I anſwered as became a Chriſtian, But 
becauſe they would giue mee no patient audience, 
nor affoord themſelues any time to weigh my an- 
fiver , I vſed avcry honeſt flight to bring my bro- 
ther to the houſe of Falcarius a very worthy Mini- 
er of Gods Word, who for the ſpace of an whole 
houre did n'ake a clecre demonſtration of the falſe- 
hood of the Romiſh religion, and truth of the Re- 
formed, out ofthe Texets of them both. 

My brother making obieRion ofnouclty againſt 
the Reformed religion,and want of Calling and of 
Antiquity in Caluin and Beza, and other fuch like 
Paſtors, M. Falcariws according to his acmirable 
faculty, madeanſwere : Sir, WhatReligion call 
you new? ours? youare farre wide. Our Religion 
1s the moſtancient; if the Goſpell of our Sauiour,if 
the Epiſtles of Pawl,and of other the Apoſtles (ina 
word)if the new Teſtament, if the Prophets, and 
the whole old Teſtament do teach the true religis, 
needs muſt youconfels that our religion is moſt ans 
cient; for we beleeue nothing,but that which wee 
reade inthe old and new Teſtamcnt, & that which 
isdrawen thence by neceſſary conſequence. Call 
your Religion,l pray you, callitnew, Foralmoſt 
cuery; Pope, when hee commeth new into the 
Chazre, doth impoſe vpon you new precepts, and 
traditions.taken out of hisvawritten word, to bee 
beleeued and awcfully obſerued by you , vnder 
pane of mortall finne: and whar lawes one Pope 

yerh vpon y.outo be kept, as ſoone as hee is gone

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his way by diſeaſe , or by poyſon , anotherdoth 


cancell. Is not the Commumon vnder both kinds #-r.26. 
Paull Cor its 


very ancient; being inſtituted by our Sauiour hime 
ſelfe ? We with theprimitiue Church, and wi 
the moſt ancient Fathers,doe retaine the ſame.and 
acknowledge both kindes to be neceſſary to the 
eſſence of this Sacrament. Is not the worſhip of 
idols, and images a new thing 2 and forbidden ve- 
inſtantly in the ſecond Commandement of the 
Secalogue? Weobcy thisdiuine prohibition, bit 
yc obey the Pope, commanding adoration of [- 
mages againſt the exprcſſe Word of God. Is not 
the dofrine of Tranſub/tamtiation, a nouelty crept 
into the Romane Church,not aboue foure hundred 
yeeres agoc ? This we conſtantly reie, becauſe 
it is rcpugnant to Gods word, implieth a thouſand 
contradictions, and maketh thoſero be Idolaters, 
thitare at Maſſe, Thoſe words in the Scripture, 
This «s my body, are to be vnderſtood inthe ſame 
ſenſe and manner with thoſe, That Rocke was 
Chriſt, 1 Cor.10.4.thit is to ſay, a Sacramentcall 
pledge, whereby Chriſt was repreſented, and ex- 
hibited rothem. Oras thoſe words of the Patri- 
arch 7/eph expounding Pharaohs dreame,Gen.4 1. 
w.26. Thoſe ſeauen faire kine, are ſeauen yeeres : 
Where the word Are, isby the conſent of all the 
Doors taken tor fignifie. The ſame Patriarch ex. 


pounding the dreame of Pharaohs Butler, Thoſe gey, 40.1.

Which 
the ancient Fathers haue conſtantly maintained 
any other Purgatoric, whereby our ſoules ſhould 
be purged before they enter into Heauen, but the 
blood of our Lord and Sauiour,who,as Saint Paul 
ſpeaketh, By bim/elfepurgedour finnes? Who, as 
Saint John ſpeaketh, Leued ws, and waſhed ws from 
our ſfinnes by his owne blood , And Paul againe, 1f 
the blood of Bultes and Goates, and the afhes of an Hei- 
fer, ſprinkling the unclean, ſanttifieth to the parify- 
ing of the fleſs ; how much more ſhall the bloude of 
Chriſt, who through the eternall Spirit, offered him 
ſelfe without ſpot to God, purge yeur conſcience from 
dead workes to ſerne the liuing God £ Who euer of 
the Ancienzs, for the firſt Tee hundred, nay fixe 
hundred yeares did belecue, or teach, thatthe Bi- 
{hop of Rome isthe head of the vniuerfall Church, 
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hauing power to deprive Kings of their King- 
| nn ba aſſoile Subies Gow their fondens Alle- 
oiance,and to diſpenſe with Vowes lawfully made 
vnto God, to admit whom he pleaſe into the cata- 
logue of Saints, to impoſe lawes vpon the vniuer- 
ſal Church to pardon ſinnes as a-Judgexo ſet free 
ſouls out of Purgatoric, to PR abſolute, 
and ſupreame judgement, without all poſſibility of 
appeale, in matters appertaining vnto Faith -? ſo 
that hz may auouch himſclfe tgbee out of all -ha- 
zardotcrrour, and heereupon that he might law- 
fully bee called, by the high ſtyle of diuine Maie- 
prod Spouſe of the Church, and a god vppon 
earth f 

This, and much moreto that parpoſe was'elo- 
quently vrged, inthe hearing of my ſide Brother, 
by Maiſter Falcarizs, cutting downe the tares of 
errours, by.the ſharpe ſickle of his Arguments, 
whereby hedrew tearos from my Brothers eyes. 
And yer allthis notwithſtanding, when my. Bro- 
cher did ſee meeſo firmely ſetled in the Religion 
which I hauc now vadertaken , that hee could no 
whit preuaile to draw me backe,about foure dayes 
after, hereturned homeward full of ſorrow, toge- 
ther with my Coſen, no lcſſe loaden with meek 


my ſclte the while with dry eyes, and chearefull 

ſpirit,beholding themar their departure. 

- Two yeeres after this, I tooke the degree of

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ployed my time in ſtudying and praiſing Phy- 
icke, I was promoted DoFor inthar faculty,in the

*not in the ordinary curſory forme, bur paſſing the 
rigor of examination, as appearcth by my Teſti- 
moniall Letters. 

Having taken this degree, T practiſed Phyſicke, 
neere vato Moxpelier,and inother parts of France, 
being rewarded by publique penſion, and (where- 
of I beaſt not) with good meaſure of reputation : 
Sothar by the bleſſing ot God (to whom onely be 
the hono. JI atchicued many cures of diſeaſes,hard 
to be judged of, and almoſt vncurable, 

Whilſt I praRiſed Phyſique,at Saint Gz/es,neere 
Ni{mes, and Arles vpon publique penſion, there 
did beridemethat which Iam willing to relate for 
Gods glory. There preached in that Citiea (cer- 
taine /udaite (I ſhould prophane the moſt bleſſed 
game, if I faquldſtile that ſe by thename of 7e- 
ſoite). a marr eloquent enough, but aboue meafure 
clamorous and {pitefull againſt thoſe of the Refor- 
med religion : This man (byname Kampala) in his 
Sermon vpon All Saints day, expounding the an- 
ſwere made.ypon that queitioniof S./ohn, who are

Let vs nor therefore bee Infidels, like 
the H#gon0ts,among whom there is no Szcrament 
to be found, no repentance,no good workes;which 
laſt wordes, this valiant A&or thundred out with 
ſhamelefle confidence, and ſet them fotth with the 
Thearttricall Ornament, of clapping his handes one 
againſt the other. 

After Sermon, threeor foure Papiſts of thy ac- 
quaintance, asked me how I liked this Renal : 
whetto I anſwered, that hee might be an doquene 
man,but ſurely he was vterly ignorant of our cott- 
feſhon of faith:which is evident,in that heimputed 
to vs a Doctrine cleane contrary to that which we 
profeſle. Forſooth we have neuer a Sacrament . 
Whara lowdelyeis this? we have bothrhe Sacra- 
ments which were inſtituted by our Saujour, Bap- 
rifme,& rhe holy Supper: but as for the other fine, 
which the Church of Remecalleth Sacraments vp- 
on her owne ihucntion, we dreme them no berrer 
then baſtards. He ſaid that we haue no repentance: 
This is very falſe, We belecue the Goſpell, enjoy-

 Webelecue with Bernard, that good works are 
the way tothe Kingdome of Heauen, but not the 
cauſe of our reigning inthat Kingdome. Wee ac- 
£34.44 tsfti. knowledge(& this your Maſter Be//ar mine acknow- 
OT ledgethby vs)that good workes are neceſſary vnto 
ſaluation, not thatthey arethe efficient or merito* 
rious cauſes thereof, (forthe free mercy of God, 
for the merits of Chriſts paſſion by faithin him, 
doth procure,and bring forth that ſaluation in vs;) 
but becauſe they doe teſtifie the ſame, andareliue- 
ly euidences thereof. Nay moreouer, we belecue 
that juſtifying faithcannot by any meanes ſubſiſt 
without good workes,which if they be wanting in 
any man,we(with Saint /ames the Apoſtle)call his

| Rampals, when itwas told him what I had ſaid, 
became my enemy,& hated me. The Gouernor of 
that City, being an honeſt an learned Gentleman, 
(and though himſelfe following the Popiſh parts, 
neithera perſecuter,noracontemnerof choſe ofthe 
Reformed Religion) intreated me tocomeito his 
den,andto bring with meſome one of my own 
Religion.thar there I might confeſſe with Rewmpala, 
either by oppoſing, or anſwering; I anſwered the 
aid Gouernour, that I tooke kindely his offer, and 
would be ready to encounter Kampala there, Ac. 


cordingly 
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cordingly Icame, accompanyed with oriewhomT 
choſe of the Reformed Religion, by name Maſter 
Marcot an Apothecary (a learned, honeſt and zea- 
lous man:)there we expected Rampala diucrs times 
to meet vs inthat field, but no Rawpala appeared. 
It ſeemeth his ſtomacke ſerued him not to enterthe 
lifts, or toſhew his face,in the preſence of « Refor- 
med Spaniard. But what did his Worſhip 2 he im- 
ployed a certaine Popiſh Swaſh-buckler, who be- 
fore in the ſame City of Saint Giles, had ſlaine a 
man in the ſtreet. Him hee ſuborned to doe me 
ſomenotable affront : andaccordingly this knaue 
taking avery {leight occaſion, gaue me ablow on 
the eare inthe open ſtreet. Theſeare the conclu- 
ding arguments of the Iudaits, this their open- 
handed rhetorique: thistheir cloſe fiſt of Logique. 
Nor muſt we thinke this ſtrange inthoſe who ſet 
forth cut throats for their Champions. 

What ſhould poore I doe in this caſe?I did poc- 
ket vpthis wrong as patiently as I could, and when 
I had ſpent out my yeare there, Icraucd leaue to 
be gone, and that by the good aduice of a certaine 
friend, who wiſhed metoquit that place, affirming 
ypon his knowledge that the Papilts there did lay 
waittor me. Being todeparr, our brethren ofthe 
Reformed Church there held me, and carncftly 
intreated mee to ſtay, but on the other ſide 
ſome tenne or fiftcene Popiſtstriumphed at my de- 
parture,as though it had beene a figne of their con-

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queſt over me, Sodeparted I accordingto our $a- 
Ours PrevePt, {/ they perſecute you in one Citie, flye 
ins ,and was entertained inother Tawns, 
where received conyenient ſtipend, nimely, in 
Bowuor,and Kaxlaz,neerevnto Niſmes,whole inha- 
bitanes wereall proteſtants. 

Whileſt I remained here,]I read ouer againe and 
againe, a certaine French Treatiſe written by M. 
Beter Moulin, called, The Buckler of Faith. Init, I 
found many things which did clcare vnto mee the 
DoArine offaluation : vpon which polign I did 
dayly meditate, and oftentimes ſaide to my ſelfe 
thus : Q yeemy brethren Spemyards, whom God 
bath indued with ſuch depth of wit, O would our 
Maſters, the Inquifitors would fuffer you to. rake 
this Buckle into your hands, to arme your fclues 
with this ſhield againſtall the poiſonous darts of 
the malignanecazmy. O would to God I might 
with loſte of my life, buy the happineſſero ſee you 
qbeyour Lord and Sauiour, bidding vs ſearch the 
Seriptares,rather then yeeld vntothe yoke of An- 
tiohrift,the Lord of Lords,who commandeth you 
theconwrary; and taking the Scriptures from you,

Namely inthe moneth of February lately paſt, 
being in London,and walking in Pauls, there mee- 
teth me, as by chance, one vaknowneto me, but 
certainely a flicknaue z who entering into confe- 
rence with meabout matterof Phylicke,intrcateth 
mcethat I would take the painesto viſit a certaine 
woman which lay ſicke of a ſore diſeaſe, and forla- 
kenof other Phy lſitians, as vncureable. This hee 
diucrstimes vrged, ſoliciting I roge- 
ther, and promiſing me alarge reward. Poore I,in 
my {imple credulity yecldedthereto, heleades me 
along the ſtreetes for the ſpace of an howre and an 
halte: thenat length we finde the houſe,and there- 
inthe ſick woman ; where,after much queſtioning 
& conferring abouther diſcaſe,I = ſupper vp- 
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onthe intreaty of him that brought mee thither , 
whoat Supper ſaidGrace in Latine.Preſently after 
eight of the clocke at night we departthence. Then 
he,making as though he would (as heehad promi- 
ſed)guide me backe tomy chamber, leadeth mee 
eleane another way beyond the Citie wals,out of 
the broad ſtreets, through by-lanes and narrow al- 
lies, into deſert places, and into the fields. Some- 
time he ſtops his pace and ſtandetrh (till, ſometimes 
he liſtneth carcfully,and when I aske him the cauſe 
thereof; I liſten, faith he, to heare if any man come 
by, of whom I may aske the way to Zonydon,which 
verily I haue loſt, and know not where I am. But 
verily he lyed,; for his liſtning was for nothingellſe, 
butthat he might haue me ſure,to ſer vpon mee far 
enough from any to helpe me. I call Godto wir. 
neſſe, that, when I thus wandred with him inthe 
darke, my mind did fore-boad ſome miſchancevn- 
to me,whereuponT lifted mine eyes to heauen,and 
armed my ſelfe as wellas I could, with repentance 
towards God,and faith in our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, Now 
thenaboutten of the clocke in che night, hauing 
gotten me into ſucha place as he defired, namely in 
the great fields called S. Zameſes,he ona ſudden flies 
vponme with his naked dagger, and grieuouſly 
wounded me neere the left ventricle of the heart , 
from whence come thoſe two principall veſſels of 
life, the one called the weiny Artery, and the other 
Aorta*; and preſently running away, left ine —_ 
alte 
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halfe dead. This wound being giuen meinan ex- 
treame cold night, and being in depth as much as 
cight fingers breadth,yet not directly,but obl;que- 
ly pearcing , was dangerous enough, eſpeciall 
when as I knew not where I was,nor whom toca 
on for helpc,being veterly ignorant of the Engliſh 
tongue : and. ſurely I had neuer ſcene the mor- 
ningslight,had not a certaine goodSamaritane that 
very night powred wine andoyle into my wound: 
that is,vnleflethe renowned DoFor Aayern hisMa- 
icitics moſt worthy principall Phyſition, being as 
much repleniſhed with mercy and charity, as with 
knowledge and expericnce, had reached forth vn- 
to mc his helping hand,and forthree weekes ſpace 
entertained me in his houſe, had ſpeciall care of 
my recovery. 

Thoughthis wound be healed, yet the ſcarre 
thercot remaincth, and cuer will ſo long as T liue, 
whereof I am ſofarre from being aſhamed (it ha- 
uving been inflicted vpon me in hatred of the refor- 
medReligion)that I rather reioyce init,& ſay with

Jeſus. Paphnutius,who was preſent at the Councell 
of Nice, hauing one of his cyes boared out,and his 
ham-ftrings cut, for his coſtant profeſhonof Chris 
ſtianity,, was not thoughtto be deformed, but ras 
ther morebeautified by theſe markes : Aﬀord vn+ 
rome, I pray you reuerend Fathers, vnto me the 
meancſt and balcſt — yed and nr”

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of the Chriſtian reformed Religion, a place in this 
res amps. not by way of locall preſence, but by 
admiſſion into your good opinion, and fatherly 
loue. 

Paphnatius after he had recciued thoſe prints and 
ſeales of Chriſtian conſtancy, ceaſcd nor to pro- 
fcſſe, and confeſſe Chriſt the more ferucntly : 
verily I am fo farre from being diſcouraged by this 
dangerous conflict from walking ſtill in that path 
of pure Religion, which haue fet into, that this 
fame Dagger isbecomea goade or ſpurre vmto me, 
whereby I am pricked on to runne more couragi- 
ouſly, and ſwittly inthe reſt of thatrace, which I 
haue vndertaken. Now therefore, God thus put- 
ting me forward, it the more behooueth mee ro 
whet my pen againſt the errors of papiſtry, and to 
doe my beſt for maintaining the honour of all re- 
formed Churchesagainſtthe calumniations of the 
Spaniards, who are zealous, but not according to 
knowledge;and father vpon vs another manner of 
Confeſſion of faith, cleane contrary tothat which: 
we profeſle, 

WhereforeT intreate all you Paſtors and Do- 
Qors of the reformed Churches, by the bowels of 
Gods mercies,to take efpeciallcare and order, that 
the true Confeſſionof your ſincere Faith may be 
made knowneto foraigne people, whoare miſera- 
bly deceived inthis behalfe ; namely, to that end 
there may be publiſhed ſome ſmall Treatiſes _—

people of Spaine, [talie, Fraxce,and other Nations. 
I, for my part,and poore faculty,am ready and wil- _.
